It was learned today the 
colony, established” in 1946 in a 
reform movement by a portion 
of the Sons of Freedom sect, 
now only populated by two or 
three families, comprising about 
16 people. About 30. Doukho- 
bors, who arrived at the colony 
during October, have left. 

In recent years there has been 
a population in the colony of 60 
to 70, 

A sign advertising the 40 to 
50 acres for sale has been posted 
in the local post office, 

The colony was established by 
Doukhobors headed by Michael 
(The Archangel) Veregin, who 
was anxious to set up an ortho- 
dox . community. 

But his death nearly two years 
ago left the colony without ef- 
fective leadership. The settle- 
ment’s spirit went steadily 
downward until now, when his 
followers have apparently decided 
to abandon the colony. 

Poor land, lacking irtigation, 
has plagued the Doukhobors’ ef- 
forts to grow abundant crops. 
This also has contributed to 
their troubles.
